rltortea— A Fteree Kneoanter Wbara 
, Man aatl Bear Both Weak 
0*ar the Preelplcoi 

Tbc big grlxxly bears found nil 
through the ciinons of llio Kooky 
Mouiilaiiis luid spufsof Hie <ive:a riiiij,rn 
goldoiu ilcsci-nds from lofty iiliimdcs, 
where they iimnitge ycur in and y-.w 
out to eke out a subsUtenco m-ar tlio 
jieriietuni snow line. An old and cx- 
jierifnicd hunter has said thai "iiiiy 
man's n fool to go in arlrr lieni alono." 
The brulii» of the Kii-t and tlwi lu iiins 
of the West aiv almost totally dilTc ii'iit 
animals. The ' rrsn Maj.n'^" of llii< 
latitmle aiv iiionsiniiH in cii'IhucmI 
with nf;ly di:.i)u:.itii.n» and prodigious 
Blren^tli^ and a> for grit, they dispute 
—and vi iy oficii siio ossfuUy, too — the 
Fiovcreigiiiy of tiir monntnins ttiid 
forests with tlie king of Aineiican 
beasts iJie mountain lion. Hunters' 
disagree upon the point of how many 
(iifforont spccioa of the bear tribe we 
hare in the Northwest. There are 'at 
least three distinct types of the family 
in Montana, namely, the grinly, 
brown and black bear. Beside these, 
Uiere are also gray bears, cinnamon 
boars, and the Bocky Mountain gray- 
baoV. The true graylsgeldom. If ever, 
seen now as high as the forty-fifth 
parallel, and at' far east as the main 
divide; iho cinnamon is simply a cross 
between tho brown and black bears, 
and Iho mighty silver tip Is neither 
more or less than a iiioii;;ii l of tlic 
brown and grizzly, partaking strongly 
of the nature of tho two. iiarlic iilarly 
of tho latter. In fact, 1 think I am 
juslitii'd in asserting that all the nirm- 
Ik'IS of tlio spciii s iiitoriiiariv. and 
that the silver lip is llio king uf the 
family. This lilg fillow, springing 
from "l lie gii//.ly and llw brown, coin- 
biiics all tin: fr'iocit v and lougli slrciigtli 
■ of the former with ilie agility and stub- 
bornness of the hitter, each distinctive 
trait being more prominent in him, and 
possessed to a greater degree than by 
the very animals from which he bor- 
rows them. The silver tip is unques- 
tionably tho ruler of the family, by 
reason of his great size and belligerent 
disposition. I»wis and Clarke, in their 
naiTative of their journey through this 
region nearly one hundred years ago, 
Biicak of meeting not only brown and 
black bear*, but also nnmetous white 
bears. M ho made It perilous traveling 
at times for various mem1>crs of that 
bold pioneer parly. There are no 
white bears in Montana, Dakota, Idaho, 
or the bordering possessions of the Can- 
adian Norlliwcst. Probably the albi- 
nos ri'fcin (1 to wi-rn cinnamon boars, 
who, early in llio spring after coming 
out of 11 ivinlci's sler)!, t.ike upon 
themselves a dirly. yellowi~li-brown 
color, which, at a distani i' and in :\ 
suow-eovercd country, might readily 
be mistaken for white bears whose coat 
of fur badly needed n bath. In one 
place, after coming upon a to-oalted 
white bear, the journal describes him 
Its possessing small black eyes (almost 
like jot beads), a hide of bright yellow- 
ish brown, the front of the fore-legs 
near the feet being quite black, and 
tho animal itself of a feroolons and 
warlike nature. Tiih» description of 
the white bear of 1801-fi tallies with 
the cinnamon bear of 1887, which 
makes him about tlie same ugly cus- 
tomer that he was a hundred years 
ago. There are few black boars in 
this Immediate vieinity, most of tliein 
inhabiting tho western slope of tln^ 
Rocky Mountains and the forests tlial 
thence continue to the Pacific Ocean. 

The woods of Oregon and Washing- 
ton are overrun with black boars. 
The largest blaek fellow 1 ever saw in 
niy life was in the woods of Wusjiing- 
ton Territory, near Mount Kainier. 
The blaek bears of Montana, as well as 
the einnanion, as a rule inh.ibil low 
places, such as ercck arid river bottoms, 
willow inai-shes, and timbered spots, 
but grizzlies and silver tips stick to 
high altitudes, fi-om which even hungei 
pressure seldom drives them. Grizzlies 
are generally credited with higbly-etilti- 
vated appetites for cnmlVorons food. 
Camp-fire stories excitedly tell of the 
bloodthiniy diet these monsters habi- 
tually thrive upon, but were all the 
blood-curdling yarns aired around the 
cheerful blaie carefully sifted down 
for facts I am afraid that fully ninety 
per cent of the grizzly stories would 
turn out to be fiction. I do not think 
a grizzly is carnivorous from choice. 
He seldom descends from his nionntain 
home to the creeks and rivers in search 
ol wild ))!iiins ami d.okeberries (the 
favorite diet of brown, cinnainon, and 
black bear,-). l>ut jirefers to leinulii 
aloft and feasi upon tho stores laid up 
for winter u.-e Ijv his industrious 
iKdghbors, tin' giipliers and mountain 
squirrels. I'inv nuts ar« ptoDllful high 
up, and then the grttbl UKl worms 
Iaun4 iNaMth old M«bm mA 



OTergrow a boulders are good enough 
for King Bruin while they last. When 
the nut, berry and plum supply runs 
short, none of tho family hesitate to 
fall back ni>ou a diet of pork, beef, 
mutton or venison. A recent rojiort 
from the lligliwoixls, in the neighbor- 
hoiMl i.f .\rrow and Wolf creeks, says 
that iiion' l>ears have bi'cn si'on this 
year than f'lr t. ii years past, and that 
ipiite a nninlier of cattle have been 
killed by theni nf late. A few months 
ago, at Mnllery ''- ranch, near Gorbam, 
a big silver tip cainc down out of the 
mountains one night, invaded the hog 
pasture of that industrioos ranchman, 
and in a very short time laid out no 
lost than thirty fine porkers. *rhe bogs 
squealed, made a great fuss, of course, 
and as long as there was a show of resist- 
ance the bear never stopjied boxing their 
ear*. One blow of his niighiy paw was 
enough to kill a hog, and there is no 
U-lliiig where he would have stoppe«l 
had ho not been interrupted in this 
pleiusant pastime. 

Thegrayback of IheRockii-s is rather 
a difleroni brute from his cinisin of the 
Adiionilaiks and the Pennsylvania 
hills. Perln\p> Ilie Kastern member^ 
of this interesting f.uiiily never weigh 
more lliaa f mr hundred or live bun- 
dreil pijunds, hot ont thU way many of 
the gri/./.lies and .-il\er tips canght 
have toiielieil the beam at mie thousand 
and livelve hundred ponmls and even 
gi-cater. Mr. Charles Sijier. of Boze- 
nian, a thriving city a short distance 
west of here, is said to have shot one of 
the largeiit graybacks ever seen in the 
West. The hide was something tre- 
mendous. Tho beast having been 
killed late in tho fall at a time when 
he wivs plentifully Rupi>liod with "boar's 
grciso," it would not bo wide of the 
mark to estimate his weight when alive 
at sixteen hundre«i ])ounds. Certainly 
the enormous hide jiistiticd lho.se fig- 
ures, and the claws ami lieail prcseiTCtl 
would justly entitle him to the credit 
of being the father of the family. 

As a proof of till' H i-cbmi cif the old 
lluntur■^ warning about "going in al ter 
bear alone." the following narrative 
will best illuslrato lis initlifnlness: 

"A party of gcdd hiiiiteis started out 
from Deadwood some year- ago to 
prospect the eonnti-y to the north and 
wr-t >>f that mining camp. Tho ineii 
in llie party were 'old llinein,' with 
one or two oxceptiuns, and aniong the 
latter was a Swede, full of grit, who 
stood nearly seven feet in his stockings. 
Tho Swede, however, whose family 
name was FVanck. was by no means a 
'tenderfoot,' having dwelt soae time in 
the Lendvllle mining camps and boasted 
that he had killed 'bar in his day.' and 
was afraid of 'no four-fix)tc»l critter 
that roamed the mountains.' The 
party of twelve wore climbing a steep 
mountain, darkneu was coming on, 
and prospoets of a supiierless night were 
in view, when the seven-foot Scandina- 
vian volunteered to jiurh on ahead in 
the hopes of securing an elk, deer, or 
mountain sheep. Tho foreigner was a 
good shot with his rifle, had plenty of 
grit and courage, and his iniinenso 
strength and powerful iihysiiinc ren- 
dered it extremely iinprobablo that he 
would find his match in the timber 
ahead. The hunter disappeared, and 
the others toileil on behind, climbing 
the steep ascent wearily and footsore. 
At one place the road wound around a 
steep |)rociplco, the sheer descent of tho 
(nt basaltic walls on the left being 
something like a thousand feet Far 
below t,be tops of giant pine* could be 
disceniad,'but in the awful depth they 
appeared like stunted shmbs and 
hushoa. Near the snmmit and to the 
right the free land broadened or 
widened out and this was oovere<l 
with a dense growth of willows and 
stunted pines, from which proceeded 
the most awful grumblings and howls 
imaginable. Just as the party appeared 
on the top all at onco out from the 
stnbblo caiiie retreating the big Swede, 
followed by an enorinoiis silver tip. 
who was driving him slowly backward 
toward the edge of tin' precipice. The 
man was bleeding ba lly. nearly ail of 
one side of his face being torn away, 
the result of a wicked blow from tho 
huge paw of the vicious monster. Tho 
bear, on the other iiaiid, was quite as 
badly wounded as his antagonist. His 
head was a mas- of gore, the lower jaw 
was simply liaugiiig by a few shreds, 
ami one of his Und legs was 
broken. Tho Swede W»s backing slow- 
ly, holding in his right hand a large 
hunting knife, which every second lie 
would plunge to the hilt in tho shoulder 
of his shaggy foe. At one thrust of the 
Sweile the bear caught him fairly with 
a return whack of ITIs raonstrons paw 
that must have broken the man's arm, 
lor ho quickly transferred the blade to 
his left hand, and gave back blow for 
blow as beat he could. The denoue- 
ment came so suddenly that the horror- 
stricken comrades could render no pos- 
sible assistance. Even h.ad they started 
on a run, they could not have reached 
their friend In time, and to risk a shot 
with a rifle would have been just as 
dangerous to the Swede as to the boar. 
Step by step the man was forced back, 
until he hung almost upon the edge of 
the precipice. There soenieil no hope 
for liini unle.-s ho could a-smne the ag- 
gri'S-ive in turn, and this i mild not be 
done, as the man was doing his utmost, 
and still the silver lip was getting the 
better of tho tight All at onco the des- 
perate animal raised his huge paw and 
brought it down with a terrific force 
upon tlio head of the man. The scalp 
was torn away by this last stroke and 
the poor fellow was blinded by his own 
blood. Again the bear struck him, 
and tho Swetle tottered on the brink 
with noUiing in reach to lay his hands 
on by which he might save himself. 
Evidently with the desperation of death 
stArinithim in tlie fnceFranck did the 
only thing possible under the cii-cum- 
slnnces. As he was swaying backward 
and ready to gu over ho threw from him 
the useless knife, and, in despair of all 
hope, madly clutched the beast around 
tho neck with tjoth arms. Tho force of 
tho last on-laiight carried the animal 
too far. for the iie\i inonieni liotli the 
silver tip and llio iiuiii, in tlial awful 
embrace ot death, went ii'lling over 
the (riglilfiil ]ne<ipico toge'lici and 
were ilashud into an iiiirecogni/.ahle 
maa* on llie ri*eks and plui'S hundreds 
of. feet below. Krauck's rille wa<i found 
ill a bunch of quaking aspens, broken 
short off at lb* itook. Zner* wer* no 
wmMfw i» Uw cbambtr, whWi 



proved that the seven-fooirr had 
certainly exhausted his magazine l>e- 
fore cirawiiig his knife, and that after 
he had shot all his shelN the silver lip 
had insistcil upon fighting at dose 
ipiarler.*. which accounts for the broken 
slock anil verities tin' probability of the 
man clubbing his gun when the mad- 
dened beast riislietl ni>on him. It w»i 
late in the fall when the oncountei 
occurred, probably nt a time when the 
monster was heavily equii>i>ed with fat 
and, of course, the long keen knife 
would have to pass through a Ihiok 
layer ol "blubbor" before eneonnter- 
IngaTltal part.— FoK Ktogk 'U.TA 
Oor. y. r. Times. 



THE AMERICAN MOOSE. 

■emeUlaa Abeat tiM LarsM* Repreaaala- 

tlon of th* Deer FnUlr. 

As is well-known, the moose is the 
largest si>eeies of the entire deei 
gimus, exceeding in pr..poi lioi.s any 
other native niiiiinant (|nadiiiped in 
Ainoriea, ami when in full groHlh and 
vigor, in the bcM condition, these 
gigantic mainninls it is asserted, have 
been known to attain llie enonnoiu 
weight of two th<iii-and pound-, ami a 
relialile geiitlriiiaii le.w li\ingin II in- 
fold, ("oiiii-. who ba- for iiiaiiv -easons 
stalked this parti. Ill ir game and bagged 
(piite a nmnbrr o: large specimens, 
says that hi' killeil a bull moose somr 
years since in Nova Scotia that meaf- 
ureil seven feet from the top ot ~the 
withers to the sole of the foot whirh i* 
consldcrubly taller than the elk or any 
other game animal on this continent 

Fifty years ago the range of the moose 
had a vast geographical amplitude, ex- 
tending from the Athtntio to the I'a- 
eifio anliroly across the continent. Itut 
the expaiision of the western sctilo- 
ments and tho proclivities of the hunt- 
ing population have caused a great 
diminution in this .^iweies of game and 
driven the wary beasts to seek more in- 
accessiblo cover in the r.'inote north. 
Yet they are still found in Maine, Min- 
nesota, Idaho, Moiitaii.i. as wi ll as in 
the nnpopiilate.l di-triels of the Cana- 
dian province- and in Hiili-h Colum- 
bia. 

All old Chippewa guide, "I'l'-to-Wan- 
Qiiad," who hail liiinled in the vicinity 
of l.ako Huron evei since hi- boyhood, 
told a while traveler -nine year- a-.i 
that during a sever. > wiiiti r many years 
licfore, when the si.ow was very deep 
and his family siiflrcring for want ol 
food, hi) went out alone uiMin snow- 
shoes to procure meat, and in a short 
time came upon the fresh tracks ol 
seven moose, which he followed for 
three successive days, during which h« 
killed every one of them, besides two 
black bean that attempted lo join him 
in the chase toward the last ol it. 
After his signal achievmentin securing 
this large supply of meat he returned 
to his people, aiid taking out a party 
with sleds hauled it all home, and it 
suflSced for their subsistence during the 
remainder of the winter. 

The moose is an awkward, eluuisy- 
looking animal, with nn uncommonly 
peculiar head and nose, ending in a 
muscular, prohensiblo lip torined •'ninf- 
lle," which they use in collecting food, 
and this appendage, when cooked, is 
regarded by hunters as a delicious lion 
moi-eeau. Tho month i- -et well back 
from the lower e\lieniily of the mnDIe, 
thus adapting it to their method of 
browsing ii|ioii the tender shoots of 
deciduous shrubs ami trees, which con- 
stitute tlieir staple forage the year 
round. 

Moose are quite abundant upon the 
Yukon liver, 1. u .lid its snii-ces in 
Alaska, as an evplor; tioii of that sec- 
tion by Wliimpoii in lHrt7 shows. Be- 
tween l.ilitiides 6.) and lit! degrees north 
and longilude 14R degrees, ho says: 
"This part of tho rivor abounds in 
moose." 

Tho appellation of "moose" is prob- 
ably derived from an aboriginal sonrce, 
as this identical synonym still obtains 
among the ChipixwM on the northern 
borders, whore those animals are most 
abundnnl. 

In 1843 moose and elk were occa- 
sionally met with in the extensive 
forests of Lake Hurnn. 

Moose have been killed near tho 
Pacific coast a little sonlh of Bebring 
strait— CAteofito JVeios.

"ji/.e of the eye. llie tliiiine-- of the 
*kin, iiiaklii;; the face liony, the lar^e, 
open, thin-edgo<l nostril, the line ear, 
and tho thin, lino mane and forelop. 
nro indicative of high breeding, and 
nccouipany a higbrstrung, nei-vous or- 
ganization, which, with good limbs and 
niUHCular power, insoVes a considerable 
degree of speed in the animals. The 
stupidly Inzy horse that drivers call a 
'■lunkhead" has a dull eye, usually a 
narrow hc.vl and contracted poll. He 
is always a bliindcror, forgets himself 
.and Htumbles on smooth ground, jret 
hinuelf and his owner into dlflleulty, 
calks himself, is somotiines positively 
lazy, but often a h'lrd goor. Ho needs 
constant care and watchfulness on tho 
driver's part. A buyer of e(|uine llesh 
should he aide to detect the oooil and 
bad <iilftlitle.s of the aiiiinal he eini- 
teinpliilcs piirclirisiii};. This valiialde 
knowledge is only nciiuiicd hy a i aro- 
fiil study of the various pai is of horse 
physiognomy. — Farmer t AUvoralc. 

Soldiering in Burman.
